NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 22nd April, 1952 

S.R.O. 708.- -The following draft of certain rules which the Central Govern- 
ment proposes to maite In exercise of the powers conferred by section 30 read 
with sub-section (3; oi section 5 of the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1951 (LXV of 1951), is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of 
the said section SO, for thfc information of persons likely to be affected thereby. 

Notice is hereby given that the draft will be taken into consideration on or 
after the 3rd May, 1952- , 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the draft before the date specified above shall be considered by the 
Central Government. 

Draft Rules 

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be called the Central 
Advisory Council (Procedural) Rules. 

(2) They shall como into force immediately after the commencement of the Act 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
of context: — 

(a) ‘the Act’ means the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 

(LXV of 1951). 

(b) ’Council’ means the Central Advisory Council constituted under section 5 

of the Act. 

(c) ‘Chairman’ means the Chairman appointed under sub-section (2) of 

section 6 of the Act. 

(d) 'Secretary' means the officer appointed by the Central Government to 

carry on the functions oi Secretary to the Council. 

3. The Minister of Commerce and Industry shall be the Chairman of the 
CounciL 

4. Tenure of appointments of Chairman and Members, — A member of the 
Council other than the Chairman shall hold office for two years from the date 
of his appointment and shall be eligible for reappointment. 

5. Resignation of Members, — A member of the Council may resign his office by 
letter addressed to the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. 

ti. Absence of Members out of Indin. — (1) Before a member leaves India — 

(a) he shall intimate the Secretary the date of his departure from and the 

date of his expected return to India, and 

(b) if he intends to be absent from India for h period longer than six 

months, he shall tender his resignation. 
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(2) If any member leaves India without taking either of the courses mentioned 
in sub-rule (.1) he snail oe deemed to have resigned with eiiect irom the date of 
ins departure from India. 

7. Cessation of membership under certain circumstances.— A member of the 
Councii shall cease to be member on the happening of any of the following events, 
namely, it he resigns, becomes ot unsound mind, becomes insolvent or be convicted 
of a criminal oiience involving moral tuipitude. 

3. Pitting of vacancies. — (±j Any vacaricy in the membership of the Council 
caused by an^ reason inenuonea m rale i snail oe nned oy appointment oy tne 
Central Government. 

(ij A member appointed to fill a casual vacancy shall hold office lor so long 
as tne meinoer whose piace he nns wouiu have Deen entitled to nold office if the 
vacancy had not occurred. 

9. Appointment of suostitutes. — Should a person appointed as member of the 
Council oe prevented from attending a meeting ox tne council, a suostitute to 
lake Uis pfficfc may be appointed by the uentrat Government. Sucn substitute 
sbali have tne rigncs ana privileges of a member for that meeting only. 

10. Meetings. — (1) 'iha Central Government may at any time call a meeting 
of the Couiicn and shad fix the date, time and piace of every meeting oi the 
Council. 

(2) At least one meeting of the Council shall be held in every year. 

(3) Not less than nine members of the Councii may by requisition in writing 
signed by them require the Central Government to can a meeting of the Couneu 
at any time and on receipt or such a requisition trie Central Government snail 
call such a meeting at an early date. 

11. Proposals to be considered at meetings or by circulation. — Any proposal 
which the Council is required to consider may be relerred to all its members 
either at its meetings or by circulation among all its memoers and any question 
so circulated and approved by a majority oi members by signing it snail be as 
effectual and binding as if such had been passed at a meeting of the Council, 
provided that at least nine memoers Cave recorded tneir views on the proposal. 

12. List of business. — (1) The Secretary shall cause to be prepared and circulat- 
ed among the members at least 7 days belore the meeting of the Council the list 
of business to be considered at that meeting. 

(2) If any member desires to suggest any subject for discussion by the Councii, 
he shall give at least 15 days clear notice. 

13. Procedure at meetings. — (1) The Chairman shall preside over meetings of 
the Council. If the Chairman is- not present at any meeting of the Council, the 
Councii shall elect a Chairman from amongsjt the members present to preside at 
such a meeting. 

(2) Nine members of the Council present in person shall form a quorum at a 
meeting of the Council 

(3) In the case of a difference of opinion amongst the members of the Council 
present at a -meeting, the opinion oi the majority shall prevail. 

(4) Each member of the Councii shall have one vote, and if there shall be an 
equality of votes on any question to be decided by the Council, the Chairman or 
the member presiding shall have a casting vote. 

14. Duties of Secretary. — The Secretary shall maintain a record of all business 
transacted by the Councii. 

15. Change in addresses of members. — All members shall keep the Secretary 
informed oi any change in their addresses. If they fail to notify their new 
address, the address in the roll of members maintained by the Secretary <ffiah be 
deemed to be their address. 

16. Validation of acts and proceedings.— No act or proceeding of the Council 
shall be invalidated or questioned on the ground merely of any vacancy in, or 
any defect in the constitution of, the Councii. 

17. Power of Council to appoint Committees. — The Council shall have powers to 
appoint Committees to consider specific questions.
